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Continuation of 3. NOTE: MPEP 714.13 states that Applicants cannot, as a matter of right, amend any finally rejected claims, except when 
an amendment merely cancels claims, adopts examiner suggestions, removes issues for appeal, or in some way requires only cursory 
review by the examiner. The proposed claim amendment would change the scope of claim 1 (and all claims that depend therefrom) from a 
carbon chain length of from 8 to 14 carbon atoms to a carbon chain length of from "8 or 10" carbon atoms, as well as changing "9 to 14 
carbon atoms" in the 3rd to last line to "10carbon atoms". Thus, the proposed amendment would narrow the scope of the claims to specific 
embodiments not previously specifically claimed.
